EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM

4, Disqualification No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mairiage with 
a pcison having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the maniage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any peison from 
the operation of this rule. 
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5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in wriling and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Commission, relax any of 
the provision of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 


6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time' to time 
in this regard.

1, (1) T hese rules may he called the Shipping Development 
Fund Comm i tee (Dcath-cum-Retirement Gratuity) (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1978. 
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(2) They shall come into force on ihe dale of their publi- 
cs ion in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Shipping Development hand Committee (Death- 
cum-Rctiremcnt Gratuity) Rules, 1977. 

1. Foi rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“5. Reduction in the amount of death-cum-retirement 
gratuity for unsatisfactory service. 

Cl) If the service rendered by an employee prior to the 
date of his retirement has not been satisfactory the appoint- 
ing authority may, by order in Form 3 make reduction in the 
amount of dcalh-cum-reLirement gratuity as that authority 
may think proper : 

Provided that the appointing authority shall, before passing 
an order under this sub-rule, serve or cause to be served a 
notice upon the person concerned specifying ihe reduclion pro- 
posed to be made in such amount on account of his unsatis- 
factory service under the Committee and call upon such 
person lo submit, within fifteen days of the receipt of the 
notice or such further lime as may be allowed by (hat 
authority, such representation as the person concerned may 
wish to make against the proposed order and take into con- 
sideration the representation, if any, submitted by such person 
before passing such an order. 

(2) (a) The appointing authority may delegate power to a 
subordinate authority for deciding if the service rendered by 
an employee has been satisfactory, and, therefore, no reduc- 
tion in the amount of death-eum-retirement gratuity is called 
for. 

(b) The power under clause (a) shall be delegated in res- 
pect of a category or categories of employees who may b# 
subordinate to such subordinate au'hority. 

(c) The delegation of power under clause (a) shall not 
carry with it the autho-ity to order reduction in the amount 
of death-cum-retirement gratuity, which shall continue to vest 
in the appointing authority. 

(3) For the purposes of sub-rule (1) and sub-rule (2) the 
expression "appointing authority" shall mean the authority 
which is competent to make appointments to the post from 
which the employee retires. 

(4) The measure of reduction in the amount of death-cum- 
retirement gratuity shall be to the extent lo which ihe em- 
ployee's service as a whole has failed lo reach a satisfactory 
standard and no attempt shall he made to equale the amount 
of reduction with the amount of loss caused to the Committee.

C S.R. 1204. — In exercise of the powers conferred by (he 
proviso to article J09 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following roles regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Assistant Electrical and Mechani- 
cal Officer in the Civil Aviation Department, namely 

1. Short title qdJ commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Civil Aviation Department ( Assist, m! Electri- 
cal and Mechanical Officer) Recruitment Rules. 1978. 

(2) They sha’I come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of Ihc post, classification and scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the Schedule annexed to fhese rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
7'he method of rcciuitment to the said post, age limit, quali- 


fications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Scednle aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be releaxcd in the case of candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with (he 
orders issued by (he Central Government from time to 
time. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person.— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mtnriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied tint 
=uch marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt nny poi- 
son from the operation of this rule.
